THE "BLOOD LIST." 


An IntereatiDg bat Wnviumjr Relta or tu» 


French Revolution. 


An interesting bnt uncanny relio of 


the French revolution was discovered 
among the papers of an autograph col- 
lector in Berlin. It was called tba 
"Blood Liht" and contains the name, 
standing and aj^o of those persons pat to 
death in Pans between March, 1703, 
and Jnne 22, 1704. There were 1,514 
in all. On tho margin of the pages op- 
posite each name aro afuw remarks giv- 
ing tho reasons for tho death ot the par- 
ticnhir pBr.ron, and a fow of his or her 
characteristics. Hern follow sumo of the 
passages from the "Blood List," which 
was iiliorwiird pubhbhecl in tho Alrna- 
nach do Revolution:

Origin of tbo Name Yankee. 


For the last 100 years or more the 


philologists have bcoa pondering anc 
theorizing as to tho probable origin 
of the woid "Yankoo," nnd yet the 
mystery hits not boon solved. Thier- 
ry thought it to be a corruption oJ 
"Jankin,"a diminutive of John, a 
name bestowed upon the Dutch col- 
onists of New York by tlieir Connec- 
ticut neighbors. Dr. William Qor- 
deu, one of tho first to write a his- 
tory of the war of independence, 
seems to havo entertained on entire- 
ly different opinion. Ho says that 
"Yankee" was a slang or cant word 
in use in Cambridge, Boston and oth- 
er of the larger Massachusetts towns 
aa early as 1713, being at that time 
used in the senso of denoting some-

Bailing: Quail. 


Now and again there are reports of 


successful attempts to hatch and rear 
quail under domestic fowl. That the 
fertile eggs of quail may be hatched 
either artificially or under the hen 
there may be no question, but it is 
questionable it there is a single 
authenticated instance of the young 
being reared in this way. An ex- 
periment in this direction was made 
a few years ago by one of the most 
noted of American sportsmen. 
His 


efforts were continued throughout 
several successive seasons under vary- 
ing conditions, but with the same re- 
sults. His equipment was in every 
way complete, and the environment 
all that could be desired, lue she 
quail, which be kept in confinement, 
produced the full complement 
of 


2ggs, which were hatched acd hovered 
by experienced bantam hens. Some 
of the broods he kept in confinement 
and fed, while others were allowed 
plenty of range and cover, under the 
care of their foster mothers. In DO 
single instance did one of the young 
Dirds survive. Dissection failed to 
reveal the cause of death; they just 
simply died. If quail could be bred 
n this way the luture of the bird 
would be assured 
Moreover, raising 


them would come to the fore as a 
'ery extensive industry.

This discovery led 
the police to believe that the two

Last evenlug a search warrant was 


issued and the house visited and 
searched by Chief Haller and Lieut. 
Barker, and they experienced no 
trouble in finding a large number of 
shirts, collars, cufls, lace curtains and 
other articles, all of which were 
taken to the police station, and 
readily Identified by E. W. Cook, as 
the stuff taken from the laundry. 
Affidavits were signed by Mr. Cook 
charging the brothers with burglary 
and grand larceny and warrants were 
immediately issued for their arrest.

lev Hart has made another confession 
gfice being brought here last Satur- 
day afteiEoon from Van Wert and 
placed in jail for safe keeping. 
It was feared by the PauWlng 


eouaty officials that an attempt 
would'be made to mob him as soon as 
It became noised about Saturday that 
he had confessed, so he was taken to 
Van Wert, then brought here. 


In Hie statement made at PaulO- 


ineonlast Saturday, he Implicated 
the nes'ro preacher, Merritt, whom 
he said forced him to murder one of 
the children under penalty of losing 
his own life. This was the nearest 
young Hart had connected himself, 
with the crime in any alleged con- 
fession since his arrest, but he had 
proven himself such an adept at 
lying, that the story was not credited. 
This was especially the case after an 
investligation was made and it was 
found that Merritt was not near the 
Hart residence on the day the terrible 
double crime, which stands without 
a parallel in this section of the coun- 
try, was committed. 
Hart was allowed to rest after be- 


ing 
brought 
here 
until 
this 


afternoon when Prosecuting Attorney 
Corbett and Sheriff Staley came up 
on the 3 o'clock train and visiting 
Hart In the jail had him give another 
statement, which, if it Is to be be- 
lieved, is one of the most startling 
and horrible he has yet related. 


He made the statement in the pres- 


ence of witnesses, did it without so- 
licitation'or promise upon tha-part of 
the authorities, who have concluded 
that Hart has now told the true story 
of his bloody deed, and the one they 
have been trying to work out of him 
for the past three weeks. 
Hart said that !t was about 9 or 10 


o'clock Sunday morning when he saw 
Ashby and Elsie Good playing In the 
woods near his home. There was no 
one around and he made an assault 
upan Elsie, after tying Ashby so he 
could not escape. He tied him to a 
tree. Hart said he did not intend to 
kill him, but after his assault upon 
the girl

for fear they would tell on him. 
He 


then hit the boy with a club, then 
the girl. Both were knocked down 
and stunned, aud in all probability 
fatally hurt. Their being hit with 
the club accounts for the discolored 
lumps upon each of their heads, 
which heretofore has been unex- 
plained. Hart said he was not satis- 
fled, and hastening to his horte,pro- 
cured a knife, cut their throats and 
then carried their little bodies to the 
brush pile where they were found, 
and started the flre, expecting they 
would be cremated and thus destroy 
all evidence of his shocking crime. 
He said be visited the brush pile the 
following morning to see if they were 
burned. 
The statement of young Hart was 


taken down later in the afternoon. 
He said-thai lie did not want a trial 
and that he would plead guilty when 
arraigned and that he wanted no one 
else hanged fur the crime, as he alone 
was the guilty one. 


The people of Bryan fear an 
effort 


will be made to take Hart from the 
jail and hang him, and the arrival of 
a mob to-night would nob be a sur- 
prise to anyone. 
Faulding is twenty-

four or five hours providing they did 
not come on the midnight train on 
tlieC., J. & M. What kind of a 
reception a mob would meet with 
here cannot be said. The people 
want Hart removed

county for the reason that the crime 
was not committed 
within 
the 


bounds of this county, that he Is not 
a Henry county prisoner and if an 
effort is to be made to take him 
away they do not want innocent ones 
killed or hurt, as would in all prob- 
ability be the case if a mob came 
here for him. 
It ifi probable a demand for his re- 


moval will be made.
